„For months the textile men have been or- 
ganizing fer a campaign against the cotton 
‘gamblers in the exchanges. They delegated 
F. IL. Babcock, a prominent Boston man, to 
bring the trouble to the attention of Mr. Taft 
and to impress upon him the importance of 
doing something, and doing it quickly and 
thoroughly. That the case, as presented to 
the president by Babcock, appealed strongly 
to him is shown by the fact that.on Nov. 17 
Mr. Taft wrote an autograph letter to 
Babcock, in which he informed him that the 
investigation already was being made 
througir the office of the, commissioner of 
corporations. Nor wasit a mere perfunctory 
letter.

Taft Will Nominate Tennessee 
Man for Supreme Court. 


ALL POLITICS IGNORED. 


President Declines to Place Gov. 
Hughes Under Obligation. 


IS 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[Special. }— 
Judge Horace H. Lurton off Tennessee will 
be nominated for the office of associate 
justice of the Supreme court immediately 
after congress assembles. 

The announcement of the president's de- 
cision probably will be made in the course 
of a few days. The appointment is more 
nearly personal than any Mr. Taft has made. 
Political considerations have not entered 
into it at all. Had the president accepted 
the adviee of some of his advisers he would 
have offered the justiceship to Got. Hughes 
of New York. Such action unquestionably 
would have been gratifying to the country, 
since it would have insured placing upon 
the bench, provided the offer had been ac- 
cepted, a man in line with the progressive 
thought of the country. 


Hughes Not Under Obligation. 


If Mr. Hughes had declined the place he 
would have been under an obligation to the 
president, which might have hed some effect 
upon his course with reference to the presi- 
dential nomination of 1912. The president, 
however, was not willing to play politics 
with such a high office as that of a member 
of the Supreme bench. 

He has @ high opinion of the sacredness of 
that body and is determined that nothing 
shall be done during his administration 
which in any way will affect it. * 


Have Served on Same Bench. 


Mr. Taft's service on the Circuit bench with 
Judge Lurton convinced him of the integrity 
and rectitude of that jurist. His later con- 
tact with him has demonstrated to his satile- 
faction thatthe Tennesseean ls progressive in 
thought and will interpret the laws in accord- 
ance W... the modern spirit. 

The president has consulted all the mem- 
bers of the Supreme court in reference to 
Judge Lurton and found them entirely will- 
ing to welcome him as one of their associates. 
Members of the senate judiciary committee, 
to whom the nomination will be referred for 
confirmation, have expressed themselves as 
willing to overlook the age of Mr. Lurton—he 
is 66—and to report the nomination favorably 
to the senate. It is expected that the nom- 
ination will be immediately acted upon.

KEEP BILLBOARDS WITHIN BOUNDS. 

The council is again laboring over a 
billboard ordinance. It finds the task a 
‘difficult one. The billboard cannot be got 
rid of, but as it tends to become a nui- 
sance it should be so carefully regulate’ 
as to be kept within proper bounds. It 
should not be allowed te become either 
offensive or dangerous. 

If the council were to listen to the bill- 
board men, who see nothing but the ex- 
tension of their business, it would let 
them do about what they please. It had 
better be guided by the suggestions of the 
Municipal Art league—suggestions which 
embody thé ideas of business men as Well 
as of artists. | 

The erection of billboards on the roofs 
of buildings should de prohibited. It is 
dangerous. 

In blocks where two-thirds of the front- 
age is devoted to residence purposes the 
consent of a majority of the frontage to 
the setting up of a billboard should be 
necessary. The owner of a vacant lot 
should not be allowed to use his Property 
in a way offensive to the majority of his 
neighbors merely to earn a few dollars. 

Billboards should not exceed seventeen 
feet in height, and should not come down 
to the ground. 

These are restrictions against which 
the billboard men will protest, but they 
are just. None of them should be left 
out of the new ordinance.

THE CHINESE EGG. 

No rock founded confidence in the 
American product prompts this carefully 
considered protest against the importa- 
tion of the Chinese egg. We are but 
too well aware that the local offering 
which comes in virginal. white to the 
breakfast table is but a whited sepuicher 
and that the kindly hen would recognize 
it only as one Of her earlier works. 
Man's ingenuity has been able to retard 
but not to efface the work of time. 

Nevertheless as we break the Afnerican 
article we are able to call on our powers 
of imagination and, by nourishing the 
pleasing fiction of “new laid,” carefully 
prepared by the truthful person who sold 
th® egg, we can muster our forces to re- 
pel certain suggestions strongly present- 
ing themselves through the first rift in 
the shell. 

These reflections and the consequent 
protest are aroused by news from Vic- 
torja, B. C., that 116 barrels of eggs have: 
arrived from Shanghai, the first shipment 
in an effort to build up an American 
trade. We are too well informed es to” 
the career of the local egg in its progress 
from the hen to the ultimate consumer o 
inveigh against the Ohinese product be- 
cause of the time necessary for trans- 
portation to these shores, We know that 
this period would be a small and incon- 
sequential one in the life of any egg. 
No. What we object to h the Chinese 
motif, the suggestion of accumulated cen- 
turies Which attaches to the life and 
works of the great oriental empire, 

If it be hard under present conditions 
to overcome material facts by imaginative 
effort, let us not Increase the difficulty. 
Once give a reason to suspect that the 
egg comes from China and one of our 
breakfast joys, with difficulty retained 
now, is gone forever.

DRAMATIC AUTHORSHIP IN AMERICA 
Prof. Bliss Perry, who is this year an 
exchange lecturef at the Sorbonne, has 
said, although not in a lecture, that there 
is in America no such thing as dramatic 


‘authorship, meaning, of course, that with 


us dramatic authorship as a brand of lit- 
erature does not exist. This, in spite of 
protests and some fatuous denials in de- 
tail, is really the case. ' 

While in other departments ot litera- 
ture Americans have made considerable 
progress, and while American scholarship 
has begun to attract the attention of crit- 
ical audiences in Europe, writing for the 
stage must be said to be almost nonex- 
istent as a part of the body of our litera- 
ture, Aside from the dramatizations of 
a few novels, which were themselves but 
books of a day at the most, the contribu- 
tions of native playwrights which deserve 
anything more than a passing notice may 
almost be counted on the fingers. 

Permanent success of a play of literary 
as well as dramatic merit presupposes a 
wide circle of auditors, not confined to a 
city Uke New York, who are not only 
capable of. appreciating it but who also 
prefer euch work to others written to 
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be written on her husband’s tombatone:

Miss Reade, who was not 3 
committed lunatic, was cited by the Court of Probate 
to oppose her father’s will, but, being demented, fall: 
to respond, and the will was proved. Sir Chandos was 
in India at the time, and when he returned to England 
some years later he failed in his efforts to secure a rev- 
ocation of the probate, although he spent a considerable 
amount of money in endeavoring to do 80

In 1890 NOP died and was succeeded in the baronetcy 
by his American born cousin. George Compton Readé, 
the present baronet, who was advised that he could 
take no steps during the lifetime of the imbecile daugh- 
ter of Sir John to recover the estates. She died in No- 


vember, 1897, just six weeks before the limit of time 


imposed by the statute of 1874. The latter, which has 
been sald to be designed to give wealthy merchants, 
financiers, and manufacturers an indefeasthle titie to 
the lands which they have purchased, bars all claims 
thereto after the ocoupants have been in possession for 
thirty years. Unfortunately Sir George did not hear of 
Miss Reade's death until nearly two months after it 
hed taken place, and it was then too late to institute 
proceedings for the revocation of Sir John’s Will, owing 
to the statute of limitations, | :

dith Reade, whe was a remote kinsman, being a lineal 
descendant of that James Reade who was knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth and whose son settled on this side af 
the Atlantic. The ex-butler hes now been dead for « 
number of years, and his son, who bears the name of 
Joseph Reue. and who, according to the late Rev. 
Compton Reade, ig a man of character and education 
and a graduate of Cambridge, hag seld the Shipten 
court estate to W. F. Pepper.

itations, be called upon to surrender Shipton court to 
Sir George Compton Reade. For it seems that seme 
time after the disentailment a deed of resettlement was 
effected attaching the Shipton court property te the 
baronetey..

Ruling in Oil Case Still Factor in New 
York Market—May Clear Up

ulus of broad speculation growing out of the 

negotiations under way for 
the merger of a number of larger copper 
producing compenies, The progress of these 
negotiations has beenssmooth, and, as is al- 
ways oe case in deals of such magnitude, 


they had inflamed speculative imagination 


to a point where securities other than copper 
shares had been eagerly sought in the belief’ 
that the proposed combination would have 
favorable results in many directions. 

Affects Corporate Enterprises. 

Hasty reading of the long decision of the 
court led to the conclusion, natural under the 
circumstances, that it struck at the present 
ferm of control of a great many corporate en- 
terprises and that specifically it was aimed 
at exactly the sort of amalgamation proposed 
by the copper people. There a rush to 
ti ow over copper stocks, the most conspicu- 
ous of these, Amalgamated. declining 6 points 
or so in the course of liquidation, while shares 
of other industrials, including United States 
Sicel, a leading example of industrial combi- 
nation, were sinilarly depressed. 

Protestations on the part of those engaged 
in the promotion of the copper merger that 
their plane had received no setback in the 
Standard Oil decision were at first entirely 
ignored, but upon resumption of business 
after Thanksgiving day evidence was sup- 
plied by the course of pricés that the influence 
of the first shock—exaggerated as this was 
by professional operations for the fall—was 
passing and that more sober contemplation 
of the event and its bearing was dominating 
the market. 

The actual position of securities is, of 
ccurseé, still buttressed by great profits piling 
up in all nes of trade cropping out in divi- 
dend increases and remarkable earnings 
statements of railroads and manufacturing 
concerns. 

Trust Law Revision Factor. 

Final judgment on the Standard Oil decis- 
ion, while it should be deferred theoretically 
until the Supreme court passed upon the case, 
probably will be made practically when the 
recommendations of Taft's message heve be- 
come public and the probable drift of legisia- 
tion determined after the convention of 
congress. A determined effort seems to be 
planned to secure revision of the Sherman 
„ anti-trust” law, certain features of which 
it willl be recalled even. Mr. Roosevelt con- 
sidered too harsh, but in any event it is diffi- 


cult to imagine the administrative branch 


of the government taking technical advan- 
tage of the powers conferred by that law to 
harass essentially law abiding corporations.

It was 
not a reward of foresight or of years of in- 
ventive application. The 300 per cent resulted 


from excessive charges by a corporation con- 


ducted without risk, genius, or the afford- 
ing of extraordinary service. It, was but a 
few years ago that express conipanies gen- 
erally raised their rates, not that they might 
secure a fair return, but as it results, that 
they might secure an unusual return. 


One Way to Pay Debts.

But in 
1605 a then high official of the corporation 
was indebted to E. H. Harriman to the 
amount of $1,300,000. There seemed but one 
easy way to pay this debt, and that lay in 
speculation. Illinois Central was paying 6 
per cent. An increase to 7 per cent would 
mean 15 oc 20 pointe rise in the market 
value of the stock. This advance was cer- 
tain to follow and consequently to purchase 
on margin certain thousands of shares be- 
fore any one except members of the board 
of directors knew what was coming was 
easy, and the advance to follow the dividend 
increase certain. Tui “wee accomplished 
and the debt was paid. The stock advanced 
from a range in 1904 of 125% to 169, to a 
range im 1905 of 152% to 183. 

An urgent demand has arisen in Chicago 
for electrification of the company’s suburban 
Unes The company asserts it cannot af- 
ford to make the change, though & could 
afford to pay: out $950,000 extra in 1906 to 
boost the stock and has since paid that In- 
creased disbursement annually, or a total of 
$4,752,000. Being unable to electrify the 
suburban works, the management issued a 
statement setting forth the cost of electrifi- 
cation, intluding the increase to be charged 
to capital account. The fact that K costs 
anything to build a steam railroad such as 
it at present operated was omitted from the 
figures; y it was assumed that those 
urging electrification are ignorant of the 
A, B. C of railroad costs, and could be told 
in effect that it did not costanything to build 
a steam railroad, whereas it would entail 
a prohioltive fixed cost to operate electric 
termina) lines. 


Different Story. 
There ie a different illustration of the rela- 


tion between rise in coats and fair profits to 


shareholders exemplified in the local street 
railroads. The excuse generally offered by 
large corporations for increasing the cost of 


their output to consumers is nullified in the 


case of the Chicago City railway. This cor- 
poration is giving better transportation serv- 
ice than it ever did in its history; it Ras 
raised the wages of ite employés to a point 
higher than they ever were before, and it 
ie still paying 9 per cent dividends to its 
stockholders, and its bonde sell for 108 cents 
on the $1. Meanwhile the price of its output 
—transportation—hes not been increased It 
ee 5 cents a ride. 

Were the charges to the public possible of 
change and the corporation stock ‘issue large 
enough to be handled in Wall street for large 

speculative profits, the coat of transportation 
would come more nearly being 7 or 10 cents 
a ride instead of 5 in order that speculative 
unearned profits might be garnered. | 

The increases in charges to consumers in 
connection with securities controlled in the 
New York market result in the first in- 

tance from desire and ability to accumu- 
fe te such unearnedincome. The treasury ex- 
penditures are primarily for the benefit of 
those who control, and who must have easy 
millions, steam yachts, many mansions and 
villas, and enjoy extrav hot obtain- 
able from an honest return on capita? and 
capacity invested.

“We made a mistake in dropping Prof 
Foster, and most of us now realize it,” said 
the Rev. Donald D. Mac Laurin.

Prof. Foster said he would not seek mem- 
bership again.
